Response to Amendment

this office action. Claims 1, 12, 21, 25, 28, and 31 have been amended, claims 34-39 
added, and claims 5, 6, 8-10, 17 and 19 cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4, 11, 12, 15, 16, 20-23, 25, 26, 28, 29, 31, 32, and 34-39 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Consider claim 1 , the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest alone or 
in combination the following equations used for deriving local gains: 

wherein K6 is the local gain for each band, log2 is logarithm to base 2, en(b) is 
the band energy in band b, sum en is total energy in a frame, SMR(b) is the 
psychoacoustic threshold for band b, wherein a measures weightage due to energy 
ratio, and fl is a weightage due to SMRs. 

Claim 4 is dependent on and further limits allowable claim 1 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

4. Claim 1 1 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore 
allowable as well.

6. Claim 12 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

7. Claims 15 and 16 are dependent on and further limits allowable claim 12 and are 
therefore allowable as well. 

8. Claim 20 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

9. Claim 39 is dependent on and further limits allowable claim 20 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 
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10. Claim 21 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

1 1 . Claims 22 and 23 are dependent on and further limits allowable claim 1 2 and are 
therefore allowable as well. 

12. Claim 25 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

13. Claim 26 is dependent on and further limits allowable claim 26 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

14. Claim 28 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore 

allowable as well. 

15. Claim 29 is dependent on and further limits allowable claim 28 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

16. Claim 31 contains similar allowable limitations as claim 1 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 
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17. Claim 32 is dependent on and further limits allowable claim 31 and is therefore 
allowable as well.
